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DETAILED ACTION 

Group 1, claims 1-10 withdrawn from consideration as being nonelected 
invention, the requirement having been traversed in the reply filed on January 30, 2009 
are hereby fully examined along with the elected invention Group 1 1 , claims 1 1-20 for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04 in view of applicants' response which is persuasive. 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. [The abstract in the PCT 
does not suffice]. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., typographical, grammar, idiomatic, syntax 
and etc. Applicants' cooperations are requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicants may become aware in the specification. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Steacy (6,558,51 5) with or without Shinskey (4,358,346) 

Steacy discloses substantially the apparatus and method/process as claimed. See Fig. 
1, and col. 3, lines 38-66 through cols. 4-6. While not positively recited, obviously 
Steacy's pressure differential cells (38, 39) are capable of measuring the concentration 
of the first component as claimed. Nonetheless, Shinskey teaches measuring/controlling 
concentration with a differential vapor -pressure transmitter. See col. 5, lines 50-66. To 
combine the references would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
inasmuch as Steacy suggests that the differential may itself be subject to automated 
control which could be governed by the composition of one of the product streams. See 
col. 6, lines 26-31. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

a) . Koolen discloses a differential vapor pressure cells (dvp cells) for measuring the 
vapor pressure differences in the system. 

b) . Tragut et al discloses the distillation of a ternary feedstream in a dividing wall 
column.
